EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. John Gatz on August 1 1 , 2010. 

1 . The nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection has been 
withdrawn due to applicant's amendment to claim 1 to include a resistor between the 
high and low resistance portions of the counter electrode. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
11-16 directed to Group II non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 11-16 been 
cancelled. Additionally, Mr. Gatz authorized the cancelation of claims 11-16 during the 
phone interview on August 1 1 , 2010. 



3. Claim 4, line 1 , deleted "3", inserted — 1 - 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1,2, 5-10, 31 and 32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application is allowable over other art because the instant application teaches a device 
comprising a counter electrode having a high resistance portion and a low resistance 
portion upon which a resistor is included on the high resistance portion. 
The cited prior art of reference Musho et al. (EP 1 074 832 A1 ) does not recited a 
resistor on the counter electrode. Additionally, the secondary reference, Bhullar et al. 
(US 6,814,844 B2) does recite that the electrical conductor may be coated with a 
second conductive material that is different from the electrical conductor (i.e. screen- 
printed carbon can be utilized in order to limit current/direct current flow) and since the 
known properties of carbon provide it with a resistivity ranging from 1 ohm to 10 
megohm, carbon can be construed as a "resistor" in the sense that it is utilized to direct 
current/limit current flow to particular parts of the circuit. However, as recited in 
applicant's response, the pattern in Bhullar et al. does not direct current or limit current 
flow, but is utilized as an electrically readable code pattern.
